ir S ALL COMING UP BUBBLES 


How sparkling water, of all 
things, won America’s heart

For years, Americans saw carbonated water as an un- 
necessarily pricey European extravagance. The lead- 
ing brand, Perrier, streams from a spring in southern 
France, often destined for the kinds of upscale res- 
taurants where diners are asked “sparkling” or “still.” 

But amid a decadelong plunge for sodas, and slow- 
downs for diet and vitamin-enhanced blends, bubbly 
water has risen swiftly to become one of America’s 
fastest-growing drinks— and left the country’s bever- 
age titans scrambling to catch up. 

Sales of Perrier, San Pellegrino and other fizzy wa- 
ters have more than doubled over the past five years, 
to about $1.5 billion, far outpacing the growth of bot- 
tled and “functional” water, such as Vitaminwater, 
data from industry researcher Euromonitor show 

The shifting tides have made millions for small 
fizzmakers long overshadowed by the soda aisle 
titans. Sales of LaCroix Sparkling Water, with its 
rainbow-neon cans, have nearly tripled since 2009, 
to $175 million, industry data show. Sales of Sparkling 
Ice, a bubbly advertised as the “bold side of water,” 
exploded from $27 million in 2010 to about $550 mil- 
lion last year. 

Free of calories, sodium and fake sweeteners, the 
sparkling waters seem to have struck a sweet spot 
with health-conscious buyers eager to swap out syr- 
upy sodas for the benefits of water but nevertheless 
bored by the most abundant liquid on Earth. 

“Consumers still like bubbles, they want carbon- 
ation, but they want it in a healthier product,” said 
Gary Hemphill, the managing director of research 
for Beverage Marketing Corp., an industry consult- 
ing firm. “Those products really fit where the con- 
sumer wants to be.” 

But LaCroix’s Florida-based creator. National 
Beverage Corp. —leader of mostly unpopular budget 
drinks, including Faygo, Crystal Bay and Shasta— has 
fought hard to win over young drinkers, loading its 
Instagram with Millennial hotties enjoying a can of 
pamplemousse (French for “grapefruit”) at the beach 
or after going to the gym.

» Sodas, such as Coca-Cola and 
Pepsi, remain the king of soft 
drinks, and Americans drank 
more than 12 billion gallons 
of soda last year alone. But 
soda consumption fell last 
year for the 10th year in a row 
amid concerns over its ties to 
obesity, and industry researcher 
Beverage Digest says the typical 
American’s cola intake has fallen 
to its lowest level since 1986. 

» Sales of vitamin-enhanced 
waters have slipped, after a brief 
boom, in favor of more slimmed- 
down, “natural” waters. 

» Americans’ bottled-water 
consumption soared past 
10 billion gallons last year, and 
analysts at Beverage Marketing 
believe the country could guzzle 
more bottled water than soda 
by 2017. Drinkers who switched 
from bottled water to tap 
during the recession have been 
reinvigorated by a recovering 
economy.

What do you expect to be different in the 
rematch, and what do you expect from 
Barao?

I 
think there will probably be a time in my life 
where I’ll go back and watch a lot of them 
and reminisce, but I can’t at this point— it’s 
very hard for me to tell what episode that 
was and what season it happened in, but I’m 
sure subconsciously everything that I did 
on that show affects me now I got to do so 
many different things on that show. It wasn’t 
the same note over and over thanks to our 
creators and our writers. But they are all sort 
of blending in my mind. 

There are tons of TV shows focused on preg- 
nancy. Do any of those appeal to you, even 
as a guilty pleasure? 

Um, no. I don’t really watch a lot of TV I had 
the real-life [pregnancy] experience; I think 
I’m pretty good with that. 


If you weren’t pregnant, they would 
have been terrible and would have 
had trouble getting to that place? 

Yeah, forced me to stand for hours 
and work 20 -hour days ... no, no, 
everyone was lovely and they 
would have been kind to me either 
way I had a fine pregnancy, I 
had nothing to really com- 
plain about.

A few surprises, delivered quietly 


Is there anything new 
to be done in movies 
about unexpected 
pregnancy which 
seem to come along as 
often as superheroes 
and sequels? (An exag- 
geration, of course, 
but you get the point.) 

With “Unex- 
pected,” Chicago film- 
maker Kris Swanberg 
(wife of filmmaker Joe 
Swanberg) answers 
that question in the affirmative, though it’s a 
somewhat soft, quiet yes. 

Already stressed about losing her job when 
her Englewood school closes at the end of 
the year, CPS science teacher Samantha 
(Cobie Smulders) exclaims “{bleep}!” when 
she learns that she’s pregnant. She and her 
boyfriend, John (Evanston native Anders 
Holm of “Workaholics”), quickly get engaged 
and married with an urgency that doesn’t 
really convince. (Also, why wasn’t Samantha 
taking birth control?) Then she discovers that 
Jasmine (Gail Bean), a student with a 3.8 GPA 
who hopes to attend coUege, is pregnant and 
considering adjusting those plans. On the plus 
side. Jasmine’s a friend to accompany Saman- 
tha to pre-natal yoga, though she’s concerned 
about the teenager nonetheless. 

Swanberg does a nice job establishing 
Jasmine’s family’s financial situation, and the 
movie’s best scenes deal with different expec- 
tations and flawed communication between 
Samantha and John regarding her post-baby 


career plans. He says he thinks being a stay- 
at-home mom will give her a nice break from 
working. Her perfect response: ''You think 
that staying home with an infant is a break?” 

If only the movie felt as full as that moment 
or several instances of characters doing things 
that make them feel like real people (Saman- 
tha feeling sad at a pep rally and later invent- 
ing a method for fastening pants while preg- 
nant, a student accidentally hitting herself in 
the face while standing to acknowledge her 
college acceptance during an assembly). But 
Swanberg isn’t particularly attentive to the 
actual fears and lessons of the pregnancy pro- 
cess, leaving Samantha and John’s relationship 
a bit under-examined— though it’s more fuUy 
realized than the unfinished look at Jasmine’s 
relationship with her baby’s father. And while 
it by no means would be easy to incorporate 
a discussion of violence, it’s notable that the 
filmmaker avoids any acknowledgment of that 
aspect of life in Englewood. 

Yet even if “Unexpected” doesn’t have a 
knockout performance like “Obvious Child,” 
2014’s great movie about unexpected preg- 
nancy the intimacy of its relationships and 
sense of scale mostly work in favor of a story 
about decisions and compromises. By the way, 
there aren’t a lot of Chicago spots mentioned, 
though Hopleaf gets a name check, and there’s 
an early shot of the Western Avenue Blue Line 
stop with a RedEye box on full display Would 
be lying if I said I didn’t enjoy that.

‘Pixels’ is just another 
terrible Sandler film 


In a glorious, alter- 
nate world where 
no one has seen an 
Adam Sandler Movie 
(ASM)— at least, the 
recent ones that crys- 
tallized the ASM into 
a smug, hateful up- 
yours to viewers— citizens would see “Pixels” 
and hurt themselves trying to determine how 
this guy got the role. The/d freak out won- 
dering why someone with no comic timing 
or chemistry with other actors would star in 
a comedy, where his character so frequently 
and lazily insults people that his name should 
be Judgy McDickFace. Or they’d just look at 
him and say, “Whoa, that jerk Dane Cook is 
not aging well.” 

Though it’s a less-horrifying idea than 
most of its siblings in the pits of ASM hell, 
“Pixels” is another story reverse-engineered 
so characters don’t mind that Sandler’s 
character, here a self-described nerd with 
no humility whatsoever, is a total asshole. 
Brenner (Sandler) becomes the hero simply 
because he was great at arcade games as a kid, 
and an invasion by real-life alien versions of 
classics like “Centipede” and “Pac-Man”— 
not only does Pac-Man not eat San Francisco 
as depicted in the movie’s poster, but not 
one shot of the film takes place there— ap- 
parently only can be thwarted by this guy’s 
untouchable instincts, not trained soldiers. 
Oh, and his best friend’s the president of the 
United States, an awkward doofus played by 


Kevin James. Have you thrown up yet? 

Combining “Nick Arcade,” “The Wizard” 
and “Wreck-It Ralph” into ‘Adam Sandler vs. 
the World of Retro Gaming,” “Pixels” co-stars 
screaming, living montage of embarrassing 
performances Josh Gad as a guy trying to help 
Brenner while pining for a video game god- 
dess —who, rU just tell you, yeah yeah spoiler 
alert who cares, winds up being played briefly 
by Ashley Benson. She’s given no lines, which 
is only a few less than most of the women 
here, and looks as happy to kiss Gad as ev- 
eryone should be to see people like MicheUe 
Monaghan (as a lieutenant colonel working 
in the White House/the inevitable foolish, 
objectified, oft-sidelined beauty who falls for 
Brenner), Brian Cox, Peter Dinklage and Sean 
Bean collaborating for director Chris Colum- 
bus (“I Love You, Beth Cooper,” “Rent”). 

This is the section of an ASM review 
where I use words like “homophobic” and 
“misogynistic” and “ethnocentric.” All those 
apply here. Again. 

Also: Gad’s character sings “Everybody 
Wants to Rule the World” and humps the 
floor. Brenner makes cracks like, “You should 
sell that at Barnes and Unstable.” “The 
Smurfs” appear not because that was a classic 
video game but because that franchise and 
“Pixels” are both Sony properties. 

It might be fun to see “Frogger” and “Tet- 
ris” on the attack if it weren’t all an excuse for 
Brenner to become the Chosen One. Mario 
is only glimpsed; in an ASM, no one but 
Sandler can be seen as super.

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A teen drama that’s 
all head and no heart 



“The teenage heart 
is an unguided dart,” 
goes one song by 
Soak, an Irish singer- 
songwriter who her- 
self is still a teenager. 
When that lyric is 
true, and it often is, 
the dart doesn’t miss and just land softly on 
the ground. The teenage heart is Humpty 
Dumpty more able to be put back together 
but highly susceptible to splatter. 

So it’s a problem that “Paper Towns,” a 
movie that valiantly but fruitlessly attempts 
to challenge the fantasy of the Shy High 
School Boy and the Wise, Complicated Girl 
He Wants to Save, has no consequences or 
emotional collateral damage. It’s all head and 
no heart, which is generally the opposite of 
those formative years. 

Quentin (Nat Wolff of ‘Admission”) im- 
mediately fell “hopelessly madly in love” with 


his new neighbor Margo (Cara Delevingne 
of Taylor Swift’s Instagram feed), as kids 
do sometimes. It’s unclear why his feelings 
remain so strong when their friendship fades 
and nearly a conversationless decade passes 
until they’re high school seniors and suddenly 
Margo resumes climbing in his window (this 
girl is Joey Potter and Jen Bindley in one) and 
prefaces a revenge-seeking adventure with, 
“This is going to be the best night of your life.” 
She’s someone who travels with the circus, 
only owns records, reads Walt Whitman and 
believes in random capitalization within words 
to free overlooked letters from the tyranny of 
the middle. Basically a series of painful affecta- 
tions that only a timid teen guy can love, so 
much so that when Margo vanishes, Quentin 
turns a series of clues she’s left him into a hope- 
lessly yearning version of a scavenger hunt 
in “Gone Girl,” laced with candy hearts and 
googly eyes instead of barbed wire. 

Writers Scott Neustadter and Michael H. 


Weber also penned “The Fault in Our Stars,” 
last year’s adaptation of another John Green 
book that seeks to pull back a different kind 
of facade. In “Paper Towns,” which ultimately 
feels like a detached, contrived lecture about 
infatuation, Quentin and Margo’s friends are 
far more interesting than they are. The effort 
to skirt cliches, done masterfully in “Me and 
Earl and the Dying Girl,” also comes and 
goes— like so many teen movies, here the ro- 


mantic rival is a jerk, the minority characters 
are paid the least attention and a hottie-with- 
dimension’s primary dimension is wanting to 
be seen as more than a hottie. 

The result, with the usual “Risky Business” 
lesson of trashing caution, lands somewhere 
between “The Girl Next Door” and “I Love 
You, Beth Cooper,” with more to talk about 
afterward but without the courage to really 
knock over the pedestal.

Sizing up LeBron James’ shot at *Space Jam 2’

In many ways, LeBron James has already fol- 
lowed in the Nike-clad footsteps of Michael 
Jordan: He wears No. 23, has won multiple 
NBA championships and has transcended 
mere sports stardom to become a global one- 
man brand. 

With the recent announcement that James 
has inked a production deal with Warner Bros., 
the Cleveland Cavaliers star sent basketball and 
movie fans alike into a tizzy with the prospect 
that he might be like Mike in one more way— 
by making a new “Space Jam” movie. 

Warner Bros, is the studio that made the 
original Jordan-meets-Looney Tunes big-screen 
comedy which grossed $230 million worldwide 
back in 1996, and James has been associated by 
some with a potential sequel in the past. So far 
nothing official has materialized, and Warner 
Bros, has declined to comment about the pos- 
sibility of a “Space Jam 2.” 

Even so, considering contemporary Holly- 
wood’s penchant for revisiting and repackaging 
well-known intellectual properties, it would 
hardly be surprising if Warner Bros, and James’ 
camp were exploring a “Space Jam” project on 


at least a preliminary level. 

James, after all, has recently received fine 
notices for his first big-screen role, playing 
an exaggerated version of himself in the Amy 


Schumer comedy “Tfainwreck,” while also serv- 
ing as an executive producer on the Starz series 
“Survivor’s Remorse.” 

He has expressed interest in a “Space Jam”- 


like movie. In 2013, when asked by a fan onTmt- 
ter if he had ever considered such a project, he 
replied, “Think about it a lot. Would be great!” 

In recent years, reports and rumors have 
linked— and unlinked— James and a new 
“Space Jam.” In 2014, Deadline Hollywood re- 
ported that Charlie Ebersol and Willie Ebersol 
(sons of veteran broadcasting executive Dick 
Ebersol) were developing “Space Jam 2” as a 
starring vehicle for James. 

ESPN reporter Brian Windhorst, who has 
followed James’ career closely refuted the 
report at the time. On Wednesday, though, 
Windhorst tweeted that various production 
companies have tried to get James on board 
for a “Space Jam” reboot in the past. 

Banning the flames of speculation. Capi- 
tal New York editor Alex Weprin noted that 
Warner Bros, filed to renew its trademarks for 
“Space Jam” just last month. That’s not neces- 
sarily a smoking gun, as the trademarks appar- 
ently concern merchandise, not films. 

Still, it’s hard to think of a better marketing 
platform than a buzzed-about movie, or a bet- 
ter pitchman than James. Possibly including 
Michael Jordan.

WHICH ROOFTOP BAR DESERVES YOUR FRIDAY NIGHT? WE COMPARED VIRGIN H OTEUS 
CERISE AND LOEWS HOTEL’S STREETERVILLE SOCIAL SIDE-BY-SIDE TO FIND OUT.

FIRST IMPRESSIO NS 

Cerise: I got to the Virgin Hotel 
with a friend around 
6:30 p.m. on a Friday I 
heard a line starts to 
form outside at 6 p.m., 
and I was in a bit of a 
rush because I wasn’t 
sure my Keds fol- 
lowed the “casual-chic 
dress code beginning 
at 8 p.m. nightly” per 
the hotel’s website. 

There were about 
20 people in front of us, and 
the door guy said they allow in 
about six at a time. While I hate waiting, I later 
appreciated staggering the crowd. We waited 
about 25 minutes before we got in. A doorper- 
son led us through the hotel to a staircase that 
goes to a separate elevator, which goes straight 


up to Cerise with hardly any interruptions by 
hotel guests. Things got funkier the wider the 
elevator doors opened, as the BJ’s smooth ’70s 
jams crept in. So far, so good. 

Streeterville Social: It was almost 
9 p.m. when I got to the River North 
hotel. (This was my second attempt 
after learning there was an hour- 
and-a-half wait just after 6 p.m. I 
did leave my name, though, and 
got a call that a table opened up 
about 30 minutes later.) I took the 
elevator up to the bar, where I was 
greeted by smiling hostesses and a 
buzzing crowd on either side. There was 
still await, but the wedding reception that 
was on the terrace earlier was gone, so I left 
my name and number and hung out there until 
my table was ready Instantly I felt much more 
relaxed among the grass and the trees. The sun 
had gone down at this point, so the view was all 
city lights for days. 


THE VIBE 

Cerise: Cerise truly feels like a lounge. It’s not 
quite the Chelsea bar Bed, featured in “Sex 
and the City” but with the round, brightly 
colored gathering couches (where we sat), tail- 
back booths with stacks of cushions and other 
wide couches, kicking back with your 
feet up isn’t frowned upon. The 
navy cerulean blue and lime 
green color scheme screams 
summer, and with people 
draped across the couches 
and curled up in chairs, it’s 
like you’re hanging out in 
someone’s outdoor living 
room. 

Streeterville Social: The 

large, open green space on 
the terrace is amazing. Build a 
garden in the sky, and I’m there. The 
flower beds, tall grass and Japanese maple 


trees are a breath of fresh air and a spectacular 
contrast to the surrounding urban jungle of 
towering man-made buildings. Along with 
ultra-modern sofas and birdcage-like swing 
chairs, there are yard games, such as cornhole 
and giant Jenga, which admittedly feel a bit 
yuppie. At night, it’s definitely a relaxing and 
intimate space to snuggle up with a date. 
Compared with the high energy 
surrounding Cerise, Streeter- 
ville Social’s terrace is peaceful 
and serene. My table was 
ready after about 40 
minutes, but life was better 
before the phone call. 

As I moved into the bar 
area, one word came to 
mind: loud. I think I actually 
experienced culture shock 
moving from one section to the 
other because of the deafening club- 
by music blasting from the bar. That peaceful 
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relaxation I felt on the terrace quickly disap 
peared. The tables were so wide that it 
made hearing friends even more 
difficult. I’d imagine they’re 
great for a business meeting 
or an awkward Tinder date, 
when you want to keep 
your distance. I asked 
Loews Hotel food and 
beverage director Nathan- 
iel Brethold about the 
music, and he said it’s usu- 
ally pretty jaz2y and mostly 
just for background noise, so 
maybe it was a fluke. 



THE CROWD 


Cerise: It’s a mixed bag of trendy young and 
older people— the super lax in flip-flops, the 
post-work crowd, the low-key bougie and the 
dripping-with-designer-clothing set. Bare 
shoulders and blowouts abound. The bar was 
definitely fuU, but not exploding with people 
(good caU on staggering the crowd). It’s a lively 
bunch, and I loved the DJ, who dished out 
’70s rock, from Wings’ “SiUy Love Songs” to 
King Harvest’s “Dancing in the Moonlight.” 
This Friday night is aU right. 

Streeterville Social: A young casual crowd in 
polos and denim filled the bar that night. 
Couples snuggled up on the terrace side. A 
few suits on the prowl leaned against the bar 
on the bistro side, while groups of chatty girls 
fiUed the couches. The large tables are great 
for group outings, which there were many of 


for miles down Wabash Avenue. Look west 
for an up-close glimpse of the ornate 

Jewelers’ Building, A 1 Capone’s old 
hangout. To the north is the 
river and sparkling Trump 
Tower. Just a tall glass wall 
separates you from the sky 
Streeterville Social: The 
space offers a unique, 
unobstructed look at 
the city we wouldn’t get 
elsewhere. It’s not at the top 
of a skyscraper, but that’s part 
of its charm. It’s like you’re float- 
ing just above the trees, so you’re 
among the twinkling city lights, rather 
than above them. Being so far east, you get a 
look at sides of buildings you normally don’t 
see. From the terrace, peek at Navy Pier to the 
east and Tribune Tower to the west. 


THE MENU 


THE VIEW 


Cerise: Lake view or river view? Take your 
pick. The outdoor seating wraps around 
three sides of the building, boasting incred- 
ible architectural angles you probably haven’t 
seen. Look south and the view stretches on 


Cerise: Made up of warm-weather cocktails 
and Japanese-inspired bites, the menu is 
certainly appropriate for a rooftop. Most of 
the cocktails are $13, and the first 
two we tried. The Back Alley 
and Virgin Summer Cup, 
which is apparently the 
best-seller, were just all 
right. I was sold on the 
second round, though. 

The light and summery 
Beach Betty (rum, banana 
liqueur, lime juice, grena- 
dine and coconut extract) 
was vacation in a glass with 
perfectly blended coconut and 
banana flavors. The laca (acai liqueur, 
lime juice, St. Germain and spiced rose syrup 
made in-house with dried rose petals and 
cardamom) was just as fantastic, with hints of 
herbs and cotton candy On the food front. 



there’s a limited selection of izakaya choices, 
or small bites, from shrimp and ginger-pork 
dumplings to sashimi. We went for the 
crabby patty ($9) and Japanese chicken wings 
($9), which are actually chicken skins. The 
plates were small but super tasty The crabby 
patty with lemons, thai basil, sweet peas 
and kewpie mayo, was a bit on the 
saucy side but balanced tangy 
and sweet flavors effortlessly 
The wings were more like 
meatballs on a stick. My 
friend said each bite had 
an Asian zing to it, and 
she loved the skins. Eating 
outside was a bit odd, how- 
ever, with tiny stools that 
hardly accommodated our 
plates, and our server seemed 
too busy buzzing around larger 
crowds to pay much attention to us. 

Maybe it was our shoes. I’d suggest ordering 
drinks from one of the two bars, where the 
service is much better. 

Streeterville Social: The drink menu includes 
takes on tiki drinks and classic cocktails and 
an extensive rose-by-the-glass selec- 
tion (Brethold says it’s one of the 
most extensive in the city). 
The cocktails we went for 
(all $14) weren’t anything 
to write home about, 
but a few new ones were 
added after I visited. They 
did come in the fanciest 
plastic cups I’ve ever seen, 
which was a bit of a surprise. 

I know not everyone is worth 
the fancy crystal, but do they not 
trust us? Between the plastic cups and 
the suited crowd, I think Monica Geller and 
Barney Stinson would be happy here. 

The food is based on street eats, with 
chicken wings, fries and a chili Fritos concoc- 



tion called the Belly Buster. Vegetarians 
beware, there’s not much here for you right 
now, but Brethold said the menu is constant- 
ly evolving. I went for the oyster po’boy sans 
chorizo ($15). It comes with a clam broth 
and is meant to be dipped, which I thought 
was interesting, but I wasn’t impressed. 
Maybe the chorizo really makes 
the sandwich. Too bad I’m not 
more of a meat eater. My 
friend tried the burger ($19) 
and said it was just OK. 

For the steep price, you 
get a standard cheese- 
burger with the standard 
dressings and fries. The 
food was good, but there 
were a lot of missed opportu- 
nities. As it stands now. I’d say 
the cocktails and food selections 
aren’t worth the price, but there’s room 
to grow. Plus, the bar just rolled out its new 
dim sum carts this week on the terrace side 
that I’m looking forward to going back to try 


THE VERDICT 


Cerise: It’s well worth the wait. Although we 
were unsure about our first round of drinks, 
the cocktails were easily some of the best 
I’ve had all summer. With spectacular views 
and a hip crowd, the lounge in the sky that is 
Cerise should top your summer bucket list. 
Streeterville Social: With such contrasting 
experiences on either side, is it worth a trip? 
Absolutely But skip the bar side for now, 
and hang out on the terrace. Get yourself a 
glass of wine, and take full advantage of the 
loungey furniture and the views. That’s what 
they’re there for.

Tbu may know cold-brewed coffee: the 
smooth, low-acid result of soaking ground 
beans in water for an extended period. 
When pastry chef and bakery owner Mere- 
dith Tomason heard that chocolate makers 
in Brooklyn were doing something similar 
with cacao nibs, the crushed bits of the fer- 
mented and roasted cacao bean before it’s 
turned into chocolate, she tried it herself 

The result of her experiments is cold- 
brewed chocolate, a ginger-ale-colored 
elixir that has the powerful aroma of co- 
coa but a subtler taste: fruity and light. At 
Tomason’s RareSweets in Washington, the 
cold brew is the base for a decidedly less- 
sweet-than-usual take on a classic summer 
refresher. She combines it with a little club 
soda and her own vanilla ice cream. 

“The way I’m looking at it,” she says, 
“this is a float for adults.” If that makes you 
think of spiking it with a little booze, she 
won’t object. 


Cold-brewed chocolate floats 

Makes: 4 servings // Note: Look for cacao nibs in 

spice shops and kitchen stores. 

1. Use a paper clamp to tightly fasten a medium 
(No. 4) paper cone coffee filter onto the inside 
rim of a glass or plastic pitcher that can hold at 
least 2 quarts. Place 334 ounces (about 7 table- 
spoons) cacao nibs in the filter. 

2. Pour about 1 cup filtered, room-temperature 
water over the nibs until they are completely 
saturated, letting the liquid drip into the pitcher. 
Carefully unclip the filter; gently fold it over at 
the top and seal it with string or a rubber band 
(so no nibs can escape), then drop it directly into 
the pitcher. Pour in an additional 7 cups filtered, 
room-temperature water. 

3. Cover, and let the nibs steep at room tempera- 
ture for 12 to 14 hours. Discard the nibs; refriger- 
ate the cold-brewed chocolate until well chilled. 
(It will keep refrigerated up to 1 week). 

4. For the floats: For each serving, measure 8 
ounces (1 cup) cold-brewed chocolate into a 
12-ounce glass. Top with 3 ounces club soda and 
1 tablespoon simple syrup; gently mix. Top with a 
scoop (a heaping 1/3 cup) of best-quality vanilla 
ice cream, garnish with a few more cacao nibs, 
add a straw and serve immediately.
